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Headmaster's  Message 
Operation  Enrichment 


On  Prize  Day  last  June,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  alluded  to 
an  enhancement  programme  that 
was  about  to  be  undertaken. 

The  pieces  are  now  in  place  and 
Operation  Enrichment  has  been 
launched  It  is  a  natural  extension 
of  our  present  programme,  a 
further  example  of  the  school's 
determination  to  give  our  students 
a  truly  well-rounded  education.  In 
simple  words,  it  is  attempting  to 
do  better  the  things  we  already  do 
well  Let  me  explaia 

Since  1899,  St  Andrew's  College 
has  been  concerned  with  the  aca- 
demic, mora],  athletic  and  cultural 
needs  of  our  students.  These  are 
also  our  concerns  in  1987. 

In  Operation  Enrichment  our 
efforts  will  centre  on  personnel 
culture  and  outside  resources. 
Within  these  parameters,  there  is 
much  scope  for  modifications. 

It  is  fair  to  say  that  the  masters' 
plate  is  full  How  everything  is 
accomplished  is  sometimes  a 
mystery.  So  to  refocus  our  aca- 
demic efforts,  we  are  appointing 
an  Academic  Director  who  will 
oversee  our  curriculum,  monitor 
the  implementation  of  OSIS  (the 
virtual  disappearance  of  Grade  13 
and  the  realignment  of  courses 
leading  to  graduation),  and  guide 
our  academic  destiny. 

Moreover,  two  teachers  will  be 
added,  one  in  the  Math- Science 
area  and  one  in  the  Humanities. 
This  will  bring  our  teacher-student 
ratio  from  the  present  11.4  to 
10.5:1. 

While  still  on  personnel,  our 
intent  is  to  increase  the  availability 
of  in- house  tutors  -  for  Mathema- 
tics, English  and  French. 

Culturally,  we  plan  to  provide 
our  students  with  more  opportu- 
nities for  appreciation  of  music, 
theatre  and  art  We  will  endeavour 
to  supplement  our  already  impres- 
sive collection  of  the  latter  and,  by 
the  same  token,  add  to  the  sophis- 


tication of  our  students  in  the  area 
of  Visual  Arts.  Furthermore,  our 
plans  call  for  a  minimum  of  5 
visiting  musical  or  theatrical  per- 
formances at  the  school  during  the 
year,  in  addition  to  our  own  pro- 
ductions. 

It  was  earlier  mentioned  that  we 
would  take  further  advantage  of 
outside  resources.  Some  of  these 
fall  in  the  cultural  field,  and  all  of 
them  are  educational  In  fact,  we 
have  been  negligent  in  availing 
ourselves  to  the  fullest  of  the 
wonderful  opportunities  that  are 
offered  to  us:  the  Royal  Ontario 
Museum,  the  Ontario  Science 
Centre,  the  Art  Gallery  of  Ontario, 
the  McMichael  Canadian  Collec- 
tion, Stratford,  O'Keefe,  Royal 
Alex,  St  Lawrence  Centre,  Roy 
Thomson  Hall  Massey  Hall  the 
Stock  Exchange,  various  industries, 
the  universities,  etc,  etc  Neglected 
also  is  the  pool  of  competent 
speakers  that  we  should  draw  to 
the  school  and  to  the  classroom. 

St  Andrew's  has,  for  two 
decades  now,  been  in  the  forefront 
of  the  teaching  of  Computer 
Science.  As  everyone  knows,  a 
generation  of  computers  lasts  at 
most  4  or  5  years.  We  are  in- 
debted to  many  friends  of  the 
school  who  have  brought  our 
'inventor/  to  some  40  machines. 


All  are  in  good  order,  yet,  to  keep 
pace  with  technological  advances, 
we  must  constantly  upgrade.  This 
will  be  an  adjunct  to  Operation 
Enrichment 

In  the  teaching  of  French  we 
have  been  served  well  by  our 
S.A.C.  in  France  program.  We  plan 
to  considerably  improve  our  re- 
sources in  this  area,  to  allow  for 
the  boys'  divergent  backgrounds 
by  presenting  2  levels  of  courses 
at  each  grade.  Work  has  already 
begun  in  this  department 

Much  attention  will  also  be 
devoted  to  the  development  of 
our  teachers.  They  will  be  given 
the  opportunity  of  attending  at 
least  two  workshops  per  year, 
some  initiated  by  the  National 
Association  of  Independent  Schools 
in  the  U.S.,  others  by  commercial 
firms,  others  through  our  own 
Independent  School  network.  We 
will  pursue  teacher  exchanges, 
locally  and  internationally,  and 
summer  courses  will  be  proposed 

It  is  fair  to  say  that  the  SAC 
graduate  has  been  well  prepared 
for  post-secondary  education  in 
particular,  and  for  life  in  its  full 
meaning.  However,  we  must  not 
stand  still  We  must  never  be 
satisfied  In  this,  our  first  phase  of 
Operation  Enrichment,  we  are 
attending  to  the  more  obvious.  In 
each  subsequent  year,  we  will  add 
new  dimensions  to  the  programme. 
These  could  include  a  chaplain, 
another  guidance  counselor,  more 
language  offerings,  a  physio- 
therapist, additional  expert 
coaches,  etc  etc 

May  I  conclude  this  brief  outline 
by  thanking  our  Governors  for 
this  opportunity,  for  their  initiative, 
their  far-sightedness  and  under- 
standing. May  they  be  assured  that 
the  substantial  sums  allocated  will 
reap  untold  benefits  for  the 
students  of  S.A.C.

Our  Clan  System 
Growth  and  Changes 


The  French  have  a  way  of  saying 
it:  "Plus  fa  change,  plus  c'est  la 
meme  chose";  "The  more  things 
change,  the  more  they  stay  the 
same".  Is  that  the  way  it  is  here  at 
St  Andrew's?  Certainly  you  expect 
us  to  move  with  the  times,  to  try 
to  get  better,  but  at  the  same  time, 
deep  down  you  don't  want  us  to 
change  too  much.  A  couple  of 
weeks  ago  I  received  a  letter  from 
a  former  student  now  living  out  of 
the  country.  What  he  said,  and  I'm 
paraphrasing,  is:  "Even  though  I 
don't  get  back  too  often  these  days, 
I  do  think  about  you  from  time  to 
time.  When  I  do,  I  expect  you  all 
to  be  just  about  as  you  were  when 
I  left  You,  Mr.  Ray,  ought  to  be  in 
Room  32  teaching  grade  eleven 
English,  organizing  debating  teams, 
and  counting  clan  points."  The  fact 
that  this  is,  in  part,  what  I  con- 
tinue to  do  perhaps  bears  out  the 
point  with  which  I  began,  but  time 
moves  on.  The  ravages  can  be 
seen  at  one's  temple  in  grey  hairs 
and  creases.  Things  do  have  a  way 
of  changing,  often  happily,  some- 
times less  so,  whether  we  want 
them  to  or  not  There  are  a  thou- 
sand ways  in  which  St  Andrew's 
College  is  constantly  changing, 
many  of  them  almost  impercep- 
tibly. Some  of  these  subtle  altera- 
tions disturb  one  because  they 
seem  almost  insidious.  Why  can't 
we  control  our  environment  more 
effectively,  why  can't  we  hold  onto 
what  is  familiar  and  deeply  loved? 
At  other  times  we  have  the  satis- 
faction of  seeing  an  aspect  of  the 
school  running  better  than  it  ever 
has  before,  a  fresh  exciting  pro- 
gram, a  refurbishing  of  what  had 
become  worn,  a  construction  of  a 
brand  new  building  which  makes 
possible  what  had  been  cramped 
or  out  of  the  question  before. 
These  are  the  kind  of  changes 
which  we  are  happy  to  report  to 
you,  even  though  they  may  cause 
you  a  flash  of  dismay  or  surprise 
when  first  you  step  on  the  campus 
after  being  away  for  too  long. 

I  have  been  asked  to  address 


one  aspect  of  the  school's  life  with 
which  I  have  become  increasingly 
involved  in  the  last  few  years 
since  the  retirement  of  Lloyd 
MacPherson,  who  for  so  many  of 
us  was  "Mr.  St  Andrew's",  the 
fount  of  our  Scottish  traditions.

We  continue  to  miss  you  time  and 
again,  Mr.  MacPhersoa  and  wish 
that  your  fragile  health  enabled 
you  to  return  from  your  present 
home  in  Nova  Scotia,  appropriately 
the  province  of  New  Scotland,  to 
be  with  us  as  we  celebrate  our 
special  days,  and  attempt  to  keep 
strong  the  Scottish  traditions 
which  you  did  so  much  to  foster 
in  your  time.  Let  it  never  be  for- 
gotten that  St  Andrew's  was 
founded  by  a  canny  group  of 
Canadian  businessmen  who  did 
not  have  to  look  back  very  far  to 
find  their  roots  in  Presbyterian 
Scotland  It  should  be  remembered 
that  our  clan  system  of  intra-mural 
competition  did  not  come  about 
until  almost  half  a  century  after 
the  school's  founding.  And  it  might 
not  have  come  about  at  all  if  the 
Second  World  War  had  not  made 
travel  from  one  school  to  another 
for  competition  very  difficult  At 
that  time  the  decision  was  made 
that  each  boy  would  belong  to  one 


of  the  ancient  highland  clans,  these 
being  Bruce,  Douglas,  Montrose 
and  Wallace. 

This  system  remained  in  place 
for  the  next  thirty  years.  I'm  sure 
there  must  have  been  years  when 
spirit  and  participation  were  higher 
than  others.  I  particularly  remem- 
ber when  Geoff  Love  was  Captain 
of  Wallace  and  single-mindedly 
made  many  a  Friday  into  "Happy, 
Happy  Wallace  Da/'.  And  not 
long  ago  I  had  occasion  to 
reminisce  with  Steve  Duggan  about 
the  year  when  he  led  the  men  of 
Montrose  to  greater  heights.  In 
1973  school  reorganization  made 
the  former  clan  structure  inappro- 
priate for  the  upper  schooL  Happily 
it  was  decided  that  the  original 
four  clans  be  retained  for  boys  in 
grades  seven  to  nine.  The  prefects 
of  that  year  selected  clans  to 
represent  the  four  upper  school 
houses:  Buchanan  for  Memorial, 
MacPherson  for  Flavelle,  Ramsey 
for  Day  boys,  and  Stewart  for 
Fourth— later  Sifton— House.  In 
1977  RG.M.  MacPherson  of  Bur- 
lington, a  fine  artist  and  heraldic 
specialist  created  four  new  shields 
for  the  Great  HalL  About  the  same 
time  Headmaster  Dr.  Thomas 
Hockin  felt  the  coat  of  arms, 
which  had  been  used  by  St

Our  Clan  System 
Growth  and  Changes 


Andrew's  College  from  the  be- 
ginning of  the  century,  be  officially 
granted  by  Lyon  Court  in  London, 
England  After  a  considerable 
amount  of  correspondence  with 
the  Lord  Lyon,  the  Warrant  of 
Arms  was  granted  on  January  10th, 
1978.  The  Warrant,  using  the 
specialized  terminology  of  heraldry, 
reads  as  follows:  "Azure,  on  a 
saltire  Argent  between  in  chief  a 
maple  leaf  and  in  base  a  thistle  Or, 


Ramsay 


an  open  book  proper,  binding 
Sable  and  fore-edges  Oi''.  The 
shield  painted  to  these  precise 
specifications  was  placed  in  the 
Great  Hall  To  know  that  our  arms 
are  recorded  and  approved  by  the 
highest  court  of  heraldry  may  not 
seem  important  to  some  at  first, 
however,  it  is  a  singularly  distin- 
guished adjunct  to  our  clan  spirit 
and  school  identity! 

Within  the  past  couple  of  years 
other  subtle  changes  are  being 
worked  into  the  clan  arrangements. 
Junior  day  boys  needed  their  own 
organizational  structure,  and  a 
new  junior  house  was  created, 
named  after  Robertson  Laidlaw 
who  contributed  magnificently  to 
the  school  for  some  fifty  years.  As 
it  happens  there  is  no  ancient 
Laidlaw  clan  tartan;  consequently, 
we  chose  the  colours  of  Robertson 
for  half  the  boys  in  Laidlaw,  while 
the  remainder  count  Douglas  as 
their  own.  The  boys  in  Macdonald 
House  belong  now  either  to  Bruce, 
or  to  Montrose,  or  to  Wallace.  In 
May  of  each  year  a  special  assem- 
bly is  held,  usually  in  the  presence 
of  a  guest  of  honour,  when  clan 
awards  are  presented  In  addition, 
as  you  would  expect,  there  is  one 
other  very  important  day  in  the

calendar,  the  last  of  November 
when  we,  along  with  Scots  around 
the  world  celebrate  the  Feast  of 
St  Andrew  with  haggis  and  many 
of  the  other  traditional  obser- 
vances. In  the  latter  part  of  the 
evening  we  hold  a  festival  of  one- 
act  plays.  Days  like  these  make  the 
St  Andrew's  experience,  of  which 
we  are  very  proud  unique.

Soccer  Trip 


For  the  first  time  in  many  years  St 
Andrew's  formed  an  Under  13 
soccer  team  Coached  by  Stuart 
Swan,  the  boys  had  a  very  suc- 
cessful year  remaining  undefeated 
in  all  of  their  games  with  ISAA 
opponents  in  Ontario.

The  tournament  was  hosted  for 
the  second  time  by  St  George's 
School  who  did  a  remarkable  job 
of  billeting  close  to  180  boys  for  a 
stay  of  six  days.  The  field  of  six- 
teen teams  featured  independent 
schools  from  Nova  Scotia,  Quebec, 
Ontario,  Manitoba  and  British 
Columbia. 


The  large  number  of  schools 

involved  corresponded  with  the 
fact  that  Expo  '86  was  still  operat- 
ing and  tournament  organizers 
hoped  to  allow  as  many  boys  as 
possible  to  view  this  once  in  a 
lifetime  spectacle. 

Our  boys  spent  the  early  part  of 
the  week  touring  Expo  and  sight- 
seeing with  their  billet  families. 
On  Wednesday,  October  8  the 
team  ventured  to  Vancouver  Island 
for  an  overnight  trip  to  Victoria 
and  our  first  taste  of  West  Coast 
soccer.  We  played  an  exhibition 
match  against  St  Michael's  Uni- 
versity School  where  Mr.  Swan 
previously  taught 

We  were  easily  handled  by  a 
most  competent  squad  although 
we  found  our  legs  and  played  an 
even  game  in  the  second  half.  We 
returned  to  Vancouver  on  Thursday 
to  finish  our  sightseeing  and  pre- 
pare for  the  tournament  which 
began  the  next  day. 

During  the  round  robin,  our 
games  were  all  very  close  with 
losses  against  St  George's  College 


and  Ashbury  College,  followed  by 
a  victory  over  Glenlvon  School 
This  result  placed  us  in  the  con- 
solation round  on  Saturday  where 
we  were  successful  in  defeating 
Ridley  College  and  Glenlyon 
School  to  advance  to  the  consola- 
tion final  with  our  opponent  being 
Hillfield-Strathallan  College.  The 
game  was  a  classic  defensive 
struggle  which  our  opposition 
broke  open  in  the  final  few 
minutes  to  secure  their  victory.  St 
Andrew's  completed  the  tourna- 
ment with  a  record  of  three  wins 
and  four  losses  for  a  finish  in  the 
middle  of  the  pack. 

On  a  trip  like  this,  one  should 
not  strictly  measure  success  by  the 
action  on  the  sports  field  The 
responsible  and  mature  behaviour 
of  the  boys  was  a  credit  to  our 
school  and  themselves.  Both 
coaches  were  proud  to  be  asso- 
ciated with  the  group  and  only 
hope  that  others  may  benefit  from 
this  experience  in  the  future.
